We have had a very fine year at the school in 
Portage la Prairie, and the children are going home in good health and 
well clothed, 

We have had no truancy cases this year and the children on the whole 
have been quite contented and happy. 

It has been the custom in this school for the Principal to ke p five 
of the senior boys through the holidays, to carry on the work of the farm 

Last year I paid the boys forty dollars apiecé , and took them to the 
Brandon fair for a@ day, also the Portage fair for a day, and they go to 
town Wed, and Sat. evenings to the picture show ete , 

This year we plan the same program, except that I am paying them fifty 
dollars instead of forty, 8s wages are higher, 

We are milking twenty cows now and have more to freshen, All pure bred 
Jerseys, and the children have been drinking all this milk, During the 
holidays we take the cream to the exvemery~ creamery and build up a credit 

for butter, 

Last year we threshed around 5000 bushels of grain, filled two siloste’VV 
approx, 100 tons. 1200 bushels of potatoes, and had wagon loads of other 
vegetables for our own use, We did this work all by ourselves without 
extra help. We have two men on the staff, and myself, I worked with 
them, as I have had considerable experience on the farm. 

This year the Fathers of two of the boys whom I wish to keep, insist 
that I let them go home, as they need them, and have had a lawyer write 
to me to that effect, and threatened further’ proceedure, 

One Father Thomas Myerion has fifteen acres in crop, and Wallace Pettes 

the other has around seventy five I believe. He has three smaller boys 
in the school, His boy is sixteen this month, 

I have no trouble with the boys staying if the parents would keen out 
of it. In fact some of them would sooner stay. ye been here almost 
two years,and have not had a case of smoking,or swearing on the premises 
since I came, so they are pretty fine boys. I do not employ any staff 
member who smokes, Not that I am bigoted about smoking, but just as policy, 
to set an example to the children, 

l feel that after these boys have been here ten years, they owe soneth4 
~ng@ to the school, and that it is not askine too much that they remain 
for the summer months. Those who were coming back for another year, I 
gave & months holiday in the fall, after the other children came back, 

I have taken this matter up with Mr Waite and also Mr Hamilton, They 
thimk the boys should stay, but are not sure of what the law actualy is, 
and advised me to get a ruling from Ottawa on the matter,

Hepon Chaski of the Sioux Village refuses to allow his 
two girls and one boy to return to the Portage la Prairie 
Residential School. The girls are numbered 0288, 
Georgina Chaski; 0309, Doreen Chaski; the boy, George 
Clifford, 252. aged 13 years, 11 years and 13 years 
respectively. 


The man claimed that the children were poorly fed, that 
they were abused by the matron, Mrs. MeNeill, wife of 
the Principal, and other complaints of a minor nature. 
I had the Chaski family and the Principal in the office, 
found that the eldest girl had been working at a cafe 
in town during the holidays and that most of the 
complaints were unfounded. I called at the school on 
several occasions at meal times, and consider the 
children well fed. It is my opinion that Chaski and 
his wife expect the children to work, both the boy and 
the eldest girl can obtain work without difficulty. 

The woman especially is against the children attending 
school and it would appear that the girl and boy would 
rather work than attend school. 


There is no doubt that difficulty will be experienced 
in havine these children return to school. I have 
interviewed the man on several occasions and he refuses 
to send them. Before obtaining the services of the 
R.C.M. Police I would be pleased to receive Department 
advice in this matter.

The four girls mentioned above are the ones 
who ran away from school and had their feet badly frozen. 
Three are back at school, but are determined to run away 
again. The parents wish to take them home. 


Mr. Jones claims these pupils are now real 
heroes in the eyes of the other pupils. Annie Assiniboine 
ran away in December 1948 and was not punished. The par- 
ents came to me and requested I ask Mr. Jones not to cut 
Annie's hair. I saw Mr. Jones and told him about the re- 
quest. I also added that this type of punishment was not 
looked on with favor at Ottawa. He said he was going to 
write and find out if this was correct but when 1 last saw 
him, no letter had been sent. Mr. Jones now claims that 
all this trouble rests on the fact that Annie Assiniboine 
was not punished by cutting her hair. 


The four girls mentioned above nearly lost their 
lives and even yet are determined not to remain in school. 
The parents also, are determined to take them home, In case 
a more serious accident happens I request instructions in 
regard to:- (1) Are the rirls to remain in school? If so 
please give definite instructions. (2) Would the Depart- 
ment approve a transfer to Brandon if parents agree? 

(3) Does the Department approve cutting girls hair as a 
punishment and if so will it be in order for Mr. Jones to 
use this type of punishment on the four girls concerned?

With reference to your letter of November 16, 1949, 
file No. 576-10 (#1) in which you enclosed a copy of Rev. 0. B. 
Strapp's letter regarding two Indian boys - Victor Bruce and 
Job White. 


Last week I received a telephone call from the Winnipeg 
Police stating that they had the two above mentioned boys in 
their custody. On receipt of this advi¢e I telephoned r. Strapp 
to have these boys taken back to the Brandon Residential School. 
Mr. Strapp stated that he would not come for the boys without 4 
police escort. As the boys were not taken from the detention home 
IL telephoned Mr. McLean, Principal, Portage la Prairie Residential 
School to come in for the boys. The boys only stayed one night at 
the Portage School when they returned to the Brandon School. They 
stayed there one night and were away again in the morning. Up to 
the present time I have not heard of their whereabouts. 


In my opinion these boys are going to continue to roam. 
One of them does not appear to be any too bright and should never 
have been sent to 4 school. I also feel that if these boys had 
had different treatment when they first entered the Brandon School 
they would not have started to run away. 


I have instructed the police to have these boys picked 
up again and placed in 4 detention home at Portage la Prairie 
until I am able to go north at which time I will return the boys 
to their reserves.

Dear Mr Hoey,- 

May I again respectfully submit for your consideration 
a request for a Tractor and row crop drill and culitivator. 
All the implement firms are turning out the ideal outfits for our 
work here. At all our schools the most important part of our crop 
is the row crop. Potatoes, Field and tabbecorn, turnips, carrots, 
parsnips. Sugar beets. mangels and peas. This involves a 
tremendous amount of hoeing and if we ao not have the proper equipmey 
it is a never ending task. The heaviest and most important part 
comes while the children are on holidays. 

I have reported the condition of the tractor that 
we have here, and 1 will now give you an extract of a letter 
to the ~epartment written by my predecessor Rev,W.R.Wood in Tune 
1935. ~ 

“In the matter of farm equipment there is 4 tractor,- 

a very ancient Rumely 011-Pull which is still conscripted each 
Fall and made to furnish power for the threshing. It has, 1 believe, 
been used for anything else for some time. the Oil-pull is out of 
date and requires constant tinkering, and in my judgement should 
be replaced by an up to date tractor which could be used not only 
for threshing but for ploughing and other field work and for 
runnufing a grain crusher. 

During the past tiemm four years + have spent a lot 

money for repairs and_o to keep this worn out tractor running, 
it cannot be used for field work. May 1 therefore ask for a grant 
for tractor and attachmentsi row crop drill and culitvator 
fhe cost for tractor , drill and cultivator will be about $1.500.00 

There is no Maflure Spreader on the farm and this next 
Summer we shall have over 200 tons of manure to spread on the 
fields, the cost of Spreader will be about $200,00 

May + ask for your best consideration of this urgent 
need.

Dear Mr. Jones: 


I have for acmnowledgment your letter of the 
12th instant, in which you send forward, for departmental 
consideration, a request for a tractor and row crop drill 
and cultivator, for use at your school farn. 


I must state frankly that there is not even 
@ remote possibility of securing this eoulpment at any time 
in the immediate future. Owing to the limited funds at 
our disposal, we are at this date unable to pay in full the 
per capite grants to our Indian residential schools and 
yesterday we notified Dr. Cochrane to this effect. Just 
what action will be taken in the immediate future to 
reduce costs at Indian residential schools, I am not in 
@ position to state, but I do feel confident that it will 
be impossible to secure the money necessary for the 
purchase of farm equipment. If the time et my disposal 
will enable me to do so, it is my intention to visit 
Toronto in the course of a week or so and carefully review 
the whole matter with the church authorities.

I am advised by Rev. Jones, Principal of the 
Portage la Prairie Residential School, that he required 
the following poultry wire immediately:

I understand this has been ordered from 
Marshalli-Wells Company, and will cost approximately $94.50. 


Mr. Jones is the one principal making 4 
success of chickens. He has about 450 hens. The children 
help eare for them, and there are no locks on the doors. 
Apparently the boys like the work and can be trusted. 

I believe this is a worth while work. The fence is 
required to enlarge feeding grounds and is a permanent 
improvement. Would the Department allow me to forward 
a voucher in payment of the wire? 


Mr. Jones explained the necessity of pur- 
chasing certain farming equipment and consequently is 
finding it difficult to finance. If funds can be made 
available I would recommend payment of this account.

Dear Mr.Graham ; 


I submit herewith my report of an examination 
of the books of the above school which I visited for that 
purpose October I5th. 


The Principal Rev.Father Chagnon produced all 
the books and records which I asked for including Bank Pass 
Book, cancelled cheques, and invoices etc. He informed me that 
an audit of the books had never been made before and regretted 
that he had not written up his books since the close of the 
fiscal year March 3Ist. It would have taken some considerable 
time to complete the entries for the past six and a half months 
s0 all I could do was to examine the previous fiscal period, 
April 1928 to Mareh 1929. 


A synoptic cash book is used, supplied by the 
Deaprtment and all entries were neatly entered and totalled, the 
partivulars being quite clear and understandable. 
The Bank Pass Book supplied by the Banque Canadienne Nationale 
had not been written up since June, so I could not verify the 
bank balance, but according to the cheques issued since that 
date and the quarterly grant received in July, the balance at 
present is $176.49 


The cheque for the last quarter im expected 
about the 20th October, and Father Chagnon assured me that all 
bille for goods and salaries had been paid up to date, and 
that practically no indebtedness existed. According to the 
invoices on file and the statements as rendered by wholesalers 
in Winnipeg for groceries,shoes, and clothing materials ete., 
and by the cheque stubs, this appeared to be correct. 


When examining the cancelled cheques I noticed 
one for $380.00 in favour of Rev.J.P.Magnon 0.M.I. Winnipeg, 
and later several others for the same amoumg, and after looking 
back to the 1927 and I928 cancelled cheques found others for 
$395.00. These appeared to have been paid at regular intervals 
soon after the quarterly grant was received from the Government. 


I asked the Principal who Rev.Fr.Magnon was 
and he informed me that he was the Treasurer of the Oblate 
Fathers Order in Winnipeg. 


I looked through the Synoptic Cash Book, but 
could find no trace of these cheques having been entered, and 
asked the Principal how it was, and after I told him that I 
gould not make the totals of the various columns agree with the 
cheques issued, he stated that the cheques in question were not 
shown and were an assessment of tax made by the Order, on the 
number of children in attendance, or in other words a tax on 
the grant every quarter in order to create a fund to pay deficits 
of this school or any other school in the jurisdiction of the 


Order.

= This works out at about #21.75 per pupil per annum, or 
$5.45 per quarter, or 14% of the grant, 4 rather considerable 
item of $1,520.00 per annum. 


The totals of the aifferent classifications of the 
Synoptic did however, agree with his fiqures in the annual 
statement as submifted to Ottawa, yet I was at first puzzled 
about the various cheques not appearing in the cash book, %0 
after a little morequestioning I was told that the revenue from 
Farm & Garden was only estimated at $75.00 per month making the 
$900.00 in statement for the year, but that it might be more. 
Then this together with other sources of revenue not shown 
would make up approximately the above mentioned sum Subscribed 
to the Order. 


Phis other revenue apparently consists of the sale of 
candies, pork raised on farm, fiour purchased wholesale and 
gold at a profit to Indians in the neighbourhood, and the sale 
of rabbitskine and other animals etc. 


A detailed audit was not made as it would have taken 
considerable time, and many of the expenditures are bulked and 
cheques shown in total, then items purchased for staff and 
neighbouring Indians, from T.Eaton & Oo. and other places would 
have to be recorded, deducted from their salaries, and 
separated in the Bank a/e and cancelled cheques. 


It was some satisfaction hawever to obtain the above 
information as it explains to same extent why I have been unable 
to reconcile the book figures at other schools, with the figures 
shown in the various annual statements submitted to Ottawa, and 
then again I have not always been given access to the cancelled 
cheques and Bank Pass Book, as at Alexander School. 


Attached is a copy of the Keceipts & Expenditures for 
the last fiscal year, as the book figures show, but I think you 
will agree that in view of the above facts it hardly represents 
a true accounting. 


The item for clothing is low, most of it being made at 
the school by the Sisters, 4t works out to only gI4.74 per pupil 
a year, and compares very favorably over other schools. 


fhe food cost ia high y58.36 per pupil, but Father 
Chagnon states that in the w outside Indians are 
fed who appear in bad cirncums finds it hard to turn 
them down when they beg for food, this accounts for the high 
expenditure to some extent. 


the deficit of 9331.98 shown as re-imbursed by the Order 
ean be practically discounted as it is less than one quarters 
contribution to the Order. 


The statement of cost of operation attached shows that 
based on 70 pupils as an average attendance for the year, the 
average cost per pupil per day is 49.8 cents compared with the 
amount allowed by per capita grant of 42.4 cents. When given & 
copy of the cost of operation the Principal appeared very much 
interested ani said he was going to keep it before him and see 
if he could not reduce the costs for the current year. 


In summing up and allowing for the questionable matter 
of the assessmant to the order, a&dell revenue not being shown 
on books, it would appear that the school is ably manageé insofar 


as it concerns 
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as it concerms close buying, discounts taken from wholesalers, 
making additional revenue and various other economies etc.

fhe Principal volunteered the information that 
there were 65 cattle, 2I horses, I50 poultry, 65 pigs. 
Wheat 375 bushels, Oats [100 bishels,compared with 2500 of 
Barley and 2500 of Oats last year, the wheat and oats will be 
used for feed, and with 500 bushels of potatoes and other 
root vegetables he will have suffacient for another year. 


The decrease in feed grains is accounted for by 
hail and ary weather and in view of this feed shortage the 
Prineipal will have to buy feed, and as a consequence he 
intends informing the Order that he will be unable to 
make the usual contribution or assessment for this year, 
that is from the last quarter.

I have the honour to submit herewith 
a report of an examination of the records at the above 
school, which I visited September 25th. 


The Principal, Rev. O- Chagnon,O.M.I-,; 
produced the cash book, cancelled cheques, Bank Pass Book, 
and a number of invoices and vouchers for goods purchased, 
which T proceeded to examine, and if possible verify with 
the book record. 


fhe period which I examined was from 
October 15th. 1929, to May Slst. 1930, the book not being 
written up after that date. The Bank Pass Book had not 
been sent to the Bank since April 17th., and the cancelled 
cheques available were to the same date. 


According to the Synoptic Cash Book, 
the balance on hand as at May Slst., was g560.70, and 
according to Pass Book to April 17th.-, the balance in 
Bank Canadian Nationale, Winnipeg, Ws $3,779.02. 


when I was here last year T prepared 
a statement covering the fiscal year ending March 3lst., 
1929, as the books were written up to that date, so I 
have prepared another statement for the fiscal year ending 
March 31st, 1930. 


T also mentioned in my report of 
last year the nature of certain entries in the cash book, 
the payment of cheques to religious institutions, also 
the manner in which the recorcas were kept, and the inability 
of anyone to make & detailed audit. I regret to report 
that the same conditions exist, and the cash book cannot 
be checked with cancelled cheques, deposits or invoices, 
nor any other suppor ting voucher or record which was 
available. It appeared to me that another book or record 
must be kept in order to keep track of certain items for 
which cancelled cheques had been returned from the Bank, 
but which did not appear in the cash book.

Another matter which was puzzling 
ineluded the entries of employees’ and staff salaries 
each month in the cash book, but for which the cancelled 
cheques did not appear, nor the corresponding entries in 
the Pass Book. 


fhe Principal was questioned about these 
and other matters, and after & somewhat lengthy yet 
amiable conversation, the following information was 
obtained: - 


The staff are paid, or at least entries 
are made, each month in the cash book, according to the 
rates shown on attached list of salaries. In some cases 
no eheque is issued, and the money lies in the Trust 
Account, slthough entered as paid in the cash book. In 
other cases & cheque is drawn for half or a portion of an 
employee's salary, or if severel months have gone by, two 
months' salary will be drawn, but as the entries for each 
month have been made previously at the monthly rate, the 
amount of cheque paid is not shown. 


This same employee may have ordered 
personal goods from & mail order house, and the principal 
pays the C.0.D. amount from the Trust Account by 4 cheque. 
He then records this in 4 private book, deducts the amount 
from the employee's salery, and shows the sum as received 
in "Revenue from other sources", which items (on financial 
statement) give an inflated idea of miscellaneous revenue 
for the school. 


In another instance, and there are many 
such, voluntary contributions are made by the staff, 
{neluding the Principal and Sisters, to their Church 
institutions and organizations. If they have some credit 
in the Trust Account, consisting of salaries not drawn, 
the total of these contributions is computed, and & cheque 
drawn in favour of the Institution or the official handling 
the finances. This sum* will, of course, appear in the 
pass book, the cancelled cheque will be returned from the 
Bank, but no entry made in the cash books 


These and many other items were drawn 
to the attention of the Prineipal, and I gathered 15 or 20 
such cancelled cheques, totalling about $1300.00, which 
could not be traced to the cash book. Some were for 
religious services, payable to the Church official concerned, 
others to Rev. P. Magnon,0.M.I., executive of the Oblate 
Fathers, Winnipeg, Rev. Wormandin,O.M.I., “<@Ve p.Brachet, 
O.M.I., Dhe Brother Director of the College of Sacred Heart, 
The Oblates Missionaries $.C., St. Boniface Hospital, 
Winnipeg, and the Sisters of Ste Joseph. 


In some cases the Principal had 
forgotten the details concerning the expenditure of these 
items, and this is natural, as considerable time had 
elapsed. However, the foregoing explanation will be 
sufficient to show that although upon first examining thé 
records the procedure appears irregular, the explanation 
is reasonable, but leaves the who le matter, from an 
accounting point of view, open to criticism.

Farm & Garden" under "Receipts" 1s misleading, 9&8 
practically nothing was sold excepting a lictile meat, from 
this sourcee It consists ehiefly of profit derived from 
miscellaneous goods, such &s groceries, flour, eandies, 
tobacco, etc., purchased wholesale and sold to Indians 
on the adjoining reserves at 4 profit. 

As pointed out above, the item 
"proceeds from other sources" $815.00 is really payments 
by the staff for the purchase of their personal goods. 
Me $100.00 is the allowance received for the use of the 
school as & post office. 


From the book figures at the close 
of March Slst. last there was 4 deficit of $678.41, 
which the Principal assured me would be met by the 
Church authorities. 


Compared with the previous fiscal 
period, the cost of operation shows @ slight increase, 
for instance, cost of operation per pupil per day was 
52.7 cents, compared with 49.8 cents. Clothing was 
$16.82, and previously $14.74. Cost of food was lower, 
peing 46.77 per pupil for the year, compered with $58.04

T am Closing herewith a report 
of an audit made at the Sw#hidy Bay Indian Residential 
School, and I regret to inform you that there has been 
no change in the manner in which these books are kept, 
although the Auditor took & great deal of trouble to 
show the Principal how the work should be done, and I 
have alse had correspondence with the Department on the 
sub ject. 


You will note what the Auditor 
says regarding the salartes of the Sisters and the 
staff whieh are entered in the cash book monthly, but 
for which the cancelled cheques do not appear, nor the 
corresponding entries in the pass book, for the simple reason 
that the salaries are not drawn, but are Left in the Trust 
Account and eventually cheques are issued through the 
Account in favour of Church institutions end organizations, 
or for personal goods, etc. As the Auditor points out, 
the Department is not concerned with the disposition of 
the staff salaries after they are paid, and therefore they 
should not be passed through the Trust Account at all, 4s 
it is most confusing, and if the staff wish to make 
voluntary contributions from their s@laries to their 
Chureh organizations, these transactions should be carried 
on independently and recorded in a separate book, as should 
also the purchase of personal goods for members of staff.

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I may add that if payments are being made 
to Church organizations from this school, other than 
those which are covered by the voluntary contributions 
of the staff from their salaries, it is entirely wrong. 
The grant-earning power of the school is not sufficient 
to enable them to contribute any money to institutions 
which have no claim whatever on them. 


1 think I am right in again drawing this 
matter to your attention.

I have the honour to submit herewith a 
report of an examination of the records at the above 
Indian School which I visited August 25th, while at 
this Agency. 


omewhat lengthy and detialed report ( under date 
tember 30th.) on the #8 condition of the books and 
manner in which the schools business transactions 
ere recorded, and I believe you wrote the Dept., 
concerning the matter.

Insofar as the conditions found upon 
this visit, my report of last year could be duplicated, 
as the same situation so my remarks in the 
report apply just the same ‘ 

The Principal a! he records 
in use, c book, cancelled ch Bank Pass Book, 
and a numb: of invoices and vouc : ‘or goods purchased, 
which I examined and attempted to verify with the books. 

The period examined was the last fiscal 
year ending March 3Ist., as the book was written only 
to that date. The Pess Book had been written up to Aug.IIth. 
and the cancelled cheques returned to y SIst. 


The statements attached cover the above 
period, but I would not care to vouch for their accuracy, 
as revenue appears in the cash book which is not recorded 
in the Pass Book; cheques or expenses appear on the Pass Book 
which have nof been entered in the cash book and vice versa, 


To make a detailed audit w of course 


impossible as no Bank Adjustment or reconciliation of 
cash book and pass book could be made. 


The Principal, Rev.O Cwagnon, 0O.X.I. 
admitsithat he does not know how to keep books properly, 
and does considerable ‘estimating' when making entries 
for certain items, for instance the item shown under "Receiph “ 
as'refunds for goods from salaries’ is just an estimate 
of what he buys for or sells to the staff or the Indians, 
and what he deducts from salaries or for which he makes 


collections. 
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The statement enclosed is one compiled from the cash book 
by computing all the totals of the various headings for 
each of the twelve months, and agrees with statemnt which 
was sent the Dept., at the fiscal year end, but very few 
cheques could be verified with the expenses sown, and 
there was nothing to show where the revenue other than the 
grants had been accounted for, Many payments are made in ees 
cash as the distance to a banking town is considerable, 


The balance for the year ending &: SIst., shows 
a deficit of $485.20 but the Bank Pass Book shows a credit 
balance of $1,361.32 at same date, but the difference is 
not accounted for by unpresented. cheques. 


I think this can be explained the same a year, 
as the Principal confirmed it ; cheques for salaries are 
not issued for certain members of the staff, but they are 
charged up and appear in the cash book, 


To offset the surplus thus created, quarterly 
cheques are made in favour of Rev. FP.P.Magnon, 0.M.I. of 
St.Boniface, amounting to $350.00 per quarter totalling 
$1,400.00 which absorbs the salaries of the Principal's 
and Vice Principal, within $100.00 per annum, 


The same thing occurs with the salaries of the Sisters 
some cheques “were noticed for Rev.Soeurs Notre Dame des 
issions, Quebec. 


All these matters were again taken up with the 
Principal afid a simiaar convers&bion, as outlined in my 
yrevious report took place, 


Among several suggestions ade to nim, was that he 
pay all salaries in full - deposit the ones referred to 
above in another Bamk agcount, and then draw cheques for 
the St.Boniface institution from that account, thus 
eliminating their appearance in the school records, and 
through the Trust Account,in which the per capita grant 
is kept. 


Specimen Bak Adjustments were left with him showing 
how the cash book could be balancedwith pass book, whether 
there was a deficit or a surplus, as he did not know how 
to proceed when an adverse balance occurred at a month end,

I am enclosing herewith a report of an 
audit made at the Sandy Bay Indian Residential School 
by Mr. Rayner on the 25th. instant, and I regret to 
say that mattere in connection with the keeping of 
the books and giving an account for the disposition 
of monies have not improved in the least at this 
institution. Personally, I think this is a very 
serious matter. If these funds are intended to be 
spent for the benefit of the children in the school 
there should be a proper record kept. I would 
ask the Department to take steps to see that something 
is done. It is abeurd for the Principal to excuse 
this state of things by saying that he knows nothing 
about keeping books. Surely he has some member of 
his staff who could attend to the work if he cannot 
do so himself.

Mr. Rayner, departmental Auditor, has reported 
on the financial mamagement of the Sandy Bay Iniian 
Residential School, ani it appears he found it difficult 
te make a thorough audit because of the present lack of 
aystem in keeping the school's financial records. If 
you, yourself, are not competent in this type of work, 
surely there is someone on the staff to whom it can be 
entrusted, and the Department would appreciate it very 
much if you coulé arrange to have your records in good 
form in fature. 


I understand that Mr. Rayner suggested that 
you pay all salaries of those in Holy Orders, including 
the Sisters, inte a special bank account and then draw 
cheques in favour of the Oblate Order or the Sisters of 
Notre Dame from it. As I have informed Mr. r, this 
is not necessary, as it is with the Department's know~ 
ledge that certain salaries are not paid to the individ- 
wals but to the Order from which they come. This is 
quite proper if the school's finances can stendi the 
charge, and there is no reason why such payments should 
net appear in your sehool records. You might have them 
read "Principal's salary for such ané such a period, 


paid to the Order", ete.

I have |S ted 208-11 of the 3ist ultime, with 
reference to the financial management of the Sandy Bay 
Indian Residential School ani Mr. Rayner's report in 
this connection. The Department is writing to Father 

, im an effort to have better records kept at 
this echool. I wish to refer to one of the suggestions 
Mr. Rayner made to the Reverené Principal, viz.: "That 
he pay all salaries in full - deposit the ones referred 
to above in another bank account and then draw cheques 
- - ~ from that account, thus eliminating their appear- 
anee in the school records." The Department does not 
concur in this proposal. It is a known fact and is 
accepted by the Department that at some Inéiian residen- 
tial schools which are managed by religious Orders the 
salaries of members of the Order are paid, at least in 
part, to the Order itself. Such payments should, quite 
properly, appear in the school records and they might 
be entered as "Principal's salary, paid to the Society" 
or "Sisters' salaries, paid to the Society". If the ~ 
Department insisted on all salaries bei paid in full 
te these religious workers, deficits would then occur 
more frequently than in the past. At the present time, 
if the school's finances are not in good condition, 
certain members of Orders on the staff are not paid in 
full. Please inform Mr. Rayner.

I have the honour to submit herewith a report 
of an examination of the books at the above Indian School, 
which I visited Oct. 3rd, in accordance with letters from 
the Department dated June 29th. and July Sth. - File 
No. 126/1/3- 


The periai under review covered the past fiscal 
year, md also the first five months - April to August - 
of the mrrent fiscal year, continuing from the period 
examined when I last visited the School in August, 1931. 


The Principal producéd all the records 
available, including cash book, cancelled cheques, Bank 
Pass Book, and a few invoices and vouchers for goods 
purchased, but which by no means covered all purchases, 
as invoices are not always obtained, I was told, and 
much is paid by cash instead of cheque. 


To a considerable extent, my two previous 
reports still apply as to the practices followed, md 
to the condition of the books at this school. tt is 
quite impossible to reconcile the Cash Book with the 
Bank Pass Book, or make a detailed audit, owing to the 
"estimated" sums of cash receipts and expense which 
are entered as cash items; elso expenses entered tBice; 
cash loans to employees shown as salary expense in 
addition to regular salary; amounts of loams due and 
not paid, shown as cash receipts for one month, and 
then in the following month after a payment has been made 
end the loan reduced, the balance due is again shown as 
@ cash receipt. 


In this way receipts become inflated and do 
not represent an accurate accounting. In other cases 
cheques, varying in size from $100 to $400, will be 
drawn end cashed, and shown under miscellaneous expense, 
then some of those expenses paid in cash will be re- 
claseified and shown as expenses again under the 
respective expense headings, thus expenditures are 
inflated, and discrepancies occur with Pass Book. 


Another practice followed is to make an 
advance (in cash) to an employee on account of salary 
before the month end; this is not shown at the time, 
but when Salaries are paid by cheque, the amount 
previously advanced i@ deducted and the balance paid, 
but the full amount of salary is mtered in the cash book. 
The result is that part of that employee's salary

has been paid in cash and charged under "Miscellaneous" 
and yet the full amount of salary is shown under 
"Salary" expense, and the actual cheque issued does not 
correspond with the book entries. 


It is such methods as outlined above which 
cause endless adjusting and correcting entries for 
anyone who has to audit or attempt to reconcile the 
eash book with Bank book. Also to obtain tne above 
information it entails much questioning of the 
Principal, who has to rely on memory of whet happened, 
and one feels that although some actions can be traced, 
there may be others which the books do not disclose. 


For instanae, after further qestioning and 
observation I found that considerable bartering is done 
by the School with the Indians, and which contributes 
to the muddled condi tion of the records. An Indian 
will bring a load of wood for fuel purposes; the 
Principal will exchange for that some beef, flour or 

groceries, etc-, then make an entry in the cash book 
under "Fuel" expense for the market value of the 
commodity, yet no cash transaction has taken place - 
thus, as cattle beefed for food consumption are not 
shown as revenue, another form of discrepancy is 
created in the cash book. 


I have reason to believe that the same 
applies to game, such as moose meat, deer, wild fowl 
and fish, in order to vary the menu at the school. 


The isolated location of the school lends 
i4teaff to such action, coupled with a spirit of 
helpfulness on the part of the Prinecipel for the 
Indians. 


The Principal admits he is a poor pook- 
keeper, and dislikes the task of recording details of 
the school's business, end always gets confused when 
making entries in the books which are not straightforward 
transactions, and thus gets involved. 


Although specimen Bank adjustments and 
examples of entries have been left with the Principal, 
tegetherrwith writ ten instructions, both on this visit 
and previously, he seems unable to adapt himself to then 
or follow them out correctly, and I feel after four 
annual visits to the school, that he certainly requires 
the servicea of someone who has a working knowledge of 
accounting, if the records are ever going to be kept 
accurately- 


The attached statements are submitted for 
what they are worths They can be only considered 
approximate, a8 the balances shown differ greatly from 
those appearing on the books, after many errors were 
found and adjustments made in view of the foregoing 
inaccuracies. It will be noted that the balances on 
hand are for each period less than vhat appears in the 
Trust Account by the Bank Passe Book, yet these 

differences are not accounted for by unpresm ted cheques. 
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It would appear as if expenses had been 
curtailed considerably the past year, compared to 
previous years, as the cost of operation shows that 
actual expenses are practically the same as the 
amount of Government grant. One factor which has 
helped the Principal in his financing is the 
{increased per capita grant, which was $155.00 prior 
to April, 1931, and which was increased thz last 
quarter from $160.00 to $165.00. 


The Principal informed me that cheques drawn 
during September would about absorb the belence show 
in Bank as at August 31st. - $799.53, 80, as he had 

no accounts payable to amount to anything, he was 
awai ting the July-Sept+ grant to pay for the ensuing 
quarter's expenses, which is a fair pod tion compared 
to some schools, who find themselves in the position 
of paying the quarter's expenses for which the grant 
is paid, or in other words, the grant is spent before 
it is received. 


I was informed the grain crops had been fair,- 
200 bushels of wheat, 1500 of oats, and 1500 barley, 
which will take care of the requirements of livestock. 
There were also ample root vegetables for the school's 
requirements, but the potato crop had been poor, owing 
to insects end lack of rain; only 200 bushels were 
gathered, so purchases will have to be made later. 


The livestock consists of 60 cattle, many of 
which will be beefed for consumption; 50 hogs, 100 
poultry and 16 horses. 


From casual observation the 75 pupils in 


attendance at present mapeses healthy and well 


nourished, and the school both inside and out appeared 
clean and tidy. 

Although throughout the period examined, the 
records were found in poor shape and hard to follow, I 
feel the cause is incompetent book-keeping on the 
part of the Principal, rather than any intention to 
misrepresent the transactions of the school's business, 
as all questions asked were willingly answered, and 
much information freely given.

Mr. Rayner, departmental auditor, has reported 
on the financial management of the Sandy Bay Indian 
Residential School. 


It appears that he again found it difficult to 
make a thorough audit because of the present lack of 
system in keepi the school's financial records. The 
Department considers that it is quite important to have 
complete records of the financial business conducted at 
all residential schools. If you have not the time to 
devote to this detail, it is believed that there must be 
someone on the staff to whom the work eould be entrusted. 
This matter was br ht to your attention by official 
letter of September 1931, but, apparently, no improve- 
ment has yet been effected. The Department would 
appreciate if you would make 4mmediate arrangements to 
have your financial records kept in good form in future. 


Mr. Rayner advises that specimen bank ad just- 
ments and examples of entries have been left with you, 
together with written instruetions. if you communicate 
with him, I am certain that Mr. Rayner will be pleased 
to give you any other assistance that you require. 


The Department will be interested to hear 


from you that the arrangements requested in this letter 
have been made.

H Dear Mr. Allen:- 


I submit herewith a report of *u examination 
of the books at the above Indien School, which I visited 
August 28th, while at the Portage La Prairie Agency. 


The distance from Portage to Sandy Bay is 
about 70 miles, but I completed the work late in the evening, 
in order to return to the Agency the same day- 


The period under review covered eleven 
months, ending July 318t-, continuing from the time of my 
previous visit, when I examined the books to August 31st,1932. 


The Principal, Rev. Father Chagnon, 0.M.I- 
always makes me quite welcome, and he furnished me with all 
the records, including Cash Book Synoptic, cancelled cheques, 
Bank Pass Book, and some invoices for goods purchased, which 
by no means covered all purchases, as invoices are not 
always obtained, I was told, and much is paid by cash, instead 
of cheque. 


The Principal admits that he is no book~ 
keeper. He dislikes working on the books, and has experienced 
considerable diffimlty in recording transactions, which has 
made it hard to follow when examining the books, md if the 
figures shown in the books were taken at their face value 
4t would not reflect what has actually taken place. 


I have mentioned these matters in previous 
reports, and the practises followed still spply, although 

examples and written instructions have been given 
to the Principal from time to time- ’ 


"Estimated" sums of cash receipts and expenses, 
including garden and dairy produce consumed by the school, have 
been included as cash items, whereas they are only approximate 
market price valuations of what the fam and garden produced. 


I have informed the Principal that only 
cash transactions should be shown through the Cash Book, and 
the Department are well awafe that the farm products are 
consumed, and help in the operation of the school. 


Another way in which inflated receipts and 
expenses occur is by the showing of salaries to employees in 
total at each month end, and also entering a8 expenses, advances 
on their salary before the same month end, although the net 
amount of salary only is paid. Then, it appears to be the 
practise for certain of the married employees to take meat, 
roceries, and farm and garden produce in lieu of salary. 

metimes he shows such a transaction by writing the amount 
of the salary paid, less the value of the goois, which is also 
shown as a receipt. In order to make a true accounting of 
such transactions I suggested that he show such employees'

Salaries by making two entries, one of which would be the 
actual balance of cash paid, and the other the amount of 
the goods purchased, the total of which would be the 
equivalent of the man's salary. Then, by a cross entry 
show the amount of goods purchased under the heading of 
"Receipts", but not as cash. 


The Principal has with him Mr. G. schmidt (son of 
C.P.Schmidt, Agent, Duck Lake), and as he is acting as 
Disciplinarian at the school in the Boys' Department, and 
is anxious to learn a little elementary book-keeping, he 
will, in future, keep these records, and I hope they will 
be more sati sfactory.- 


Many adjustments and orrections were made 
throughout the period, insofer as it affected transactions 
as described above, and a statement of Receipts and 
Expenditures was prepared and reconciled with the Bank 
Account, as shown on Statement No. l. 


Totel receipts appear as $9,482.87, although the 
period of eleven months includes only per capita grant 
for three quarter periods. The per capita grant cheque 
for the June quarter was received from the Department the 
first week in August, amounting to $2629.69. The item 
of $552.07 consists of the previously mentioned goods sold 
in lieu of salaries to employees, and the goods sold for 
actual cash amounted to only $31.00. 


Expenses show a considerable reduction from 
previous years. Reductions have been effected in 
Salaries, clothing and shoes, house equipment, farm and 
garden expense, and although a deficit of $20.50 is show 
as at July 31st, it is accounted for by outstanding cheques 


of $706.64, which would not be charged to the Bank Account 


for some considerable time?! 
was deposited.

The *rincipal informed me that no accounts 
payable, of any consequence, were due at July 3lst., s0 
it appears eas if his financial position is fairly good, in 
that he is now financing on the June quarter grant, and so 
is practically a quarter period ahead. 


The cost of operation does not indicate a very 
fair comparison to previous periods, as the average cost 
rez pupil per day had to be estimated for eleven months, 

334 days), whereas the grant was received for 273 days 
only, according to the figures shown on the financial 
Statement, but substantial reductions are apparent when 
taking into consideration the difference of one month 
between this statement and the previous one. 


The average number of pupils in attendance 
throughout last year was 75. 68 were in attendance when 
I visited the school, and about eight or nine had not 
returned from holidays. 


The list 
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The list of staff, occupations and salaries as 
at August 28th, amounted to ,933.50, whereas it will be 
noted thet the actual salaries paid for the eleven months 
period amounted to only $2,334.00. 


The Principal and Asst. Principal hardly ever 
draw their salaries, but I noticed from the cancelled 
cheques and entries which are included in the miscellaneous 
item, that $1141.00 was remitted to the Oblate Order at 
St. Bonif ace. This, I understand, represents part of the 
galeries of the two Oblate Fathers. 


The Principal informed me that the live stock on 
hand at present includes 60 head of cattle, 15 horses, 
50 hogs, and about 75 poultry. 


The Farm and Garden crops matured early, and 
harvesting was completed when I visited the school. The 
crop returns are as follows, - 1500 bushels oats; 1600 
tashels barley, 160 tons of hay and green feed, and there 
are ample potatoes and root vegetables for the requirements 
of the school. 


To give you an idea of how involved the book- 
keeping appears at this school, after some questioning I 
found that considerable bartering is done by the Principal 
with the Indians, which contributes to the muddled 
condition of the records. An Indien will bring a load 
of wood for fuel purposes. The Principal will exchange for 
that some beef, flour or groceries, etc. Then, he will 
attempt to make an entry in the Cash Book under “fuel expense" 
for the market value of the commodity given in exchange, when 
no cash transaction has taken place. Thus, as cattle 
beefed for food consumption are not shown as revenue, another 
form of discrepancy is created in the Cash Book. I have 
reason to believe that the same applies to game, such a8 
moose meat, deer, wild fowl and fish, in order to vary the 
menu at the school. The isolated location of the school 
lends itself to such action, together with a spirit of 
helpfulness on the part of the Principal for the Indians 
on the adjacent reserve, as they have had a somewhat lean 
time during the past few years. 


From casual observation, the sixty of@d pupils 
in attendance at present appeared healthy and well 
nourished, and the school, both inaide and out, was clean 
and tidy.

I submit herewith, in daplicate, a report 
of an examination of the books at the above Indian school, 
which I visited on November 7th and 8th. The period 
examined covered one year dating from August lst, 1933 to 
July 31st, 1934. 


The cash received entries were compared to 
the deposits in the Bank Pass Book, and the cancelled che ques 
to the expense entries in the cash book. A bank reconciliat- 
ion statement was then prepared, from which it will be 
noticed that the school had a financial deficit of $238.69 
as at July 3lst, 1934. 


During the past year or more the books have 
been neatly kept by Mr. Ge Schmidt, a member of the staff, 
but since his leaving the school at the end of June, tte 
Principal has attempted to do this work. I found 4 vast 
difference in the appearance of July and August entries - 
in fact, I re-wrote the transactions for those months and 


offered the Principal suggestions which might show improve- , 


ment in his recordings. ( 


Invoices were compared by test to various 
entries, and the additions and extensions were proven also 
by test. 


The revenue for the period was analysed 
and is set forth on Statement No. 2. It consists 
principally of the Government per capita grants, amounting 
to $10,518.76. Although the quarterly grant for June this 
year was not received until August, the revenue for tle 
period examined contains four quarterly grants. 


The expenditures totalled $11,400.31, the 
larger items of expense being salaries of $3,315.98, 
food $1,964.56, and miscellaneous items of $2,242.19. The 
Principal's attention was drawn to the miscellaneous 
expenses and to the need of a more definite classification 
of the same under the proper columns in the cash book. 


The statement of "Costs of Operation" is 
self-explanatory, the figures being based upon an 
expenditure of $11,400.31 and an average attendance of 76 
pupils.

The livestock, I was informed, consists 
of 14 horses, 60 cattle, 50 pigs, and about 80 poultry. 


Grops thie year inelude 350 bus. wheat, 300 
bus. oats, and 200 bus. parley. With a quantity of feed 
left over from last year, the Principal expects to have 
sufficient to feed the stock, 


About 400 bus. of potatoes were raised, but 
the echool will have to purchase more, which, with 
quantities of cabbages, turnips and other vegetables grow 
at the school, will supply their needs. 


No large outstand ing accounts are owing, the 
debte of the school being those of local merchants for 
monthly purchases. 


From casual observations, the pupils appear 
to be well clothed and fed. The school building was 
comfortably warm, clean and tidy.

instant, No. 126-9-5, informing me that the Church 
authorities have been pressing for years “for a residence 
for the hired men at the Sandy Bay Indian Residential 
School, and that you had thought of making provision in 
the estimates for thie, bat fee you now find you have 
funds available to do the work 4t once, and asking me 
to arrange to have the building erected. 


I have no information whatever 
regarding this building other than your letter, although 
I visited the school within the pericd you mention. In- 
spector Christianson has also visited this institution two 
or three times, and he has never had the question brought 
to hie attention by the Principal. Since your letter was 
Yeceived 1 called up our Agent at Pertage la Prairie, and 
he informed me that he thought there were other things more 
important than thie residence at the present time, and that 
the matter could stand. 


Mr. Christianson is absent from the 
City today, but he has told me on different occasions about 
the very elaborate garage that was built at this institution 
some years ago, and which was not recommended by our Agent. 
If my memory serves me he told me that there was Sleeping 
accommodation upstairs in this gerage. This may be summer 
sleeping accommodation, I am not sure.

I regret exeeed- 
ingly that you cannot see your way clesr the advice 
of your officers in the field, in mtters his kind. l 
cannot see how we can ever expect to have harmony when you 
deal over the heads of your own officers with the Churect 
authorities, as you have been doing. It makes matters un- 
pleasant for me. You have qualified Inspectors in this field, 
who are able to judge what should be done and what should not 
be done. Instead of referring to them, you depend in many 
cases entirely on the Church authorities and ignore your off- 
ijoers. I tried my very best for over a year to work in har- 
mony with you in regard to thie building. I1f your idea is 
that I should go ahead and spend money regardless of the nec- 
essity for doing so, this is another matter. Bnough has been 
gaid about the foolish expenditures of money in connection 
with schools without bringing it up again.

I am attaching hereto copy of a letter 
that came in from Mr. Scott today in connection with the 
erection of a residence for the school employees at Sandy 
Bay, in which he states that he would be glad if you 
would have inquiry made regarding the necessity for this 
building, and let him have a report. 


In this connection I beg to say that I 
am really at a loes to know what the school authorities want 
this building for. Outside of the Sisters there are the 
two Pathers (one being the Principal, and the other a 
migeionary for the reserve), and a Brother. Two years ago 
they had a white man who is married to an Indian woman 
employed, but the last time I was there they just had a 
young halfbreed boy. The rest of the work,as far as I 
kmow, ig done by the boys, and from time to time in busy 
seasons the school employs some of the ex-pupils but they 
live in their own homes on the reserve, coming to work 
in the moming and going home at night. 


The amount of land farmed by the school 
on the reserve is about 100 acres; the balance of farming 
land being situated off the reserve along the Hastern 
boundary and, I would judge, about two and a half or three 
miles from the school. As far as my information goes 
this land belongs to the Church and there is @ log house 
and stable on it.

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It may be that the Priests want to move 
their quarters out of the school. I cannot see that they 
need a house for the etaff unless it is their intention 
to hire a married Farming Instructor, and that the house 
would provide accomodation for him. 


If the Department will look up their files 
I believe that the argument advanced by the Principal when he 
was asking for the garage that was built at the school, 
was that he wanted accomodation up over the garage in the 
way of sleeping quarters for men. The money was furnished 
for this building and it was erected according to his own 
plane. It may not be fitted up for winter accomodation, 
but it is certainly all right for summer, and as far as I 
can see the school is in no more need of extra accomodation 
for the staff at the present time than they have been ever 
gince the school was built. 


What is needed at this point more than 
anything else is extra school accomodation, as there are 
more children on the reserves than there is accomodation 
for and, if I remember correctly, the last time I was there 
Father Chagnon told me that he had @ waiting list of about 
thirty. 


I am giving you this information, thinking 
you would probably wish to discuss the matter with the 
Minieter while you are there.

‘The inte™ior is beginning to show lack of 
attention, as nothing has been done in the way of decoration 
gince it was built, and there are places that need re-plaster- 
ing - the plaster having come loose in several spots and fallen 
off. It, however, is not bad yet but will soon need attention. 
he whole school requires decorating inside, but this need not 
be done all at once. ‘The Principal informed me that he would 
be quite willing to do as mach of the painting as he could 
himself with the help of his staff, and stated that if the 
Department would furnish him with 300 1bs of white lead, 5 
gallons of turpentine, 40 gallons of boiled oil and 10 lbs of 
lamp black together with 4 brushes, he would be able to put this 
paint on this year. 48 it would not cost very much money I 
would ask, if the Department have funds, that this material be 
furnished. He has also asked for a cream separator about 500 
lb. capacity. I would recommend that this be allowed, as the 
Prineipal has not the funds with which to make the purchase 
and the one in use at the present time is completely worn out. 


Phere were about 60 children present when I was at 
the school, which &@as accommodation for seventy. The remining 
ten children were expected that week. 


Arrangements were made while I was there in connection 
with the building of a Farming Instructor's house at the school, 
and the only matter in question was the size of the house, which 
you have since decided upon.

In connection with the house for the Parming Instructor 
at the Sandy Bay School. There was an appropriation of $2000.00 
in the Jstimates this year to cover this expenditure, and in 
August Inspector Christianson went down there for the purpose of 
arranging Zor the material eta. The plans whichthad with him 
were for a house that we gould have kept well within that figure, 
but the Principal was anxious to get a place large enough to 
accommodate two families. On his return the Inspector submitted 
this to me, and about the same time I had a commnication from 
the Rev. ather Beys of St. Boniface, asking me, if possible, to 
endeavor to meet with the Principal's request, as they needed a 
house large enough to hold two families at the school. I then 
got out another bill of material and submitted it to Messrs. 
Brown & Rutherford, who were the lowest tenderers on the previous 
bill, and I found that the material for the present house would 
cost over $400.00 more than the material for the house which I 
had originally intended to build. However, as the season was 
advanced, and our men who had been building at the Little 
Saskatchewan and Dog Greek eserves were on their way over to 
Sandy Bay, I could not do anything else but go on with the work. 
The Principal, however, agreed to do the hauling, take out the 
excavation, and do the painting gratis with his own staff, and 
to give any other assistance possible in order to keep down the 
expense. At the present time I cannot just say what the 
additional cost will be, but it will be somewhere in the 
neighborhood of two or three hundred dollars. The erection 
of the house is well under way and will be finished in the 
course of a week or ten days. 


I trust that my action in this matter will meet 
with the approval of the Department.

SANDY BAY RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL. 

Phis school had been closed for the 
summer holidays and had just re-opened. About 60 
children were present at the time of my visit and the 
rest were expected to arrive ina few days. Everything 
around the school was in good order. 

They have been very unfortunate this 
year, their crop was practically a total failure on 
account of the dry weather. Yheir gardens, however, 
looked well and they will probably get sufficient 
potatoes and vegetables for their own use. 

As you are aware, there ie considerable 
repair work to be done at this institution and to get 
a price on this, I got Mr. furner of the Standard 
Plumbing & Heating Co. Ltd., Winnipeg, who has previously 
done a lot of work at this school, to go up there with me 
and I am attaching herewith his tender for this work. 
$800.00 was allowed by the Department for repairs in 
eonne ction with the school and this amount will in no 
way be sufficient to meet the requirements. The work that 


I authorized while I was there was,- the deepening of the 


well at the stable. It had gone dry and the well driller ™ 


had set his machine over the well and cleaned it out. Them, 
however, aid not start the flow of water, and from the 
lay of the land and other wells around there, it would be 
necessary to go through a limestone rock at the bottom of 
Sa OE I well. As the well driller would have pulled away

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unless he received instructions to go ahead with the 
work, I authorized the expenditure of an amount not to 
exceed $150.00 to be spent on deepening this well, and 
less if he struck water sooner than expected. I also 
authorized the purchase of material for the following 
work. ‘The Principal and the staff were to furnish the 
Labour. 


20 pes. stair treads, 4 ft. long on the 
Boys' side. 


Conerete foundation at the bottom of the 
outside stair. 


Gonerete cribbing for the reservoirs at 
the barn well and the school well. 


These wells have been lined with plank, but this has 
rotted away so badly that you could pull pieces out by 
hand, and I saw it was absolutely necessary to have them 
re-lined. This will probably take about 50 sacks of 
cement. I also authorized the purchase of 1,000 ft. 

of lumber for cribbing, repairing interior of ice house, 


etc., and repairing plaster in Girls' Dormitory, 


providing the Principal can get 4 local man to do the 


work. 


Total cost authorized by me. 
Well $ 150.00 


Cost of material, cement, 
lumber, 6tG- 150.00 


Total $ 300,00 

I will also enumerate on the work figured on 
by Mr. Turner. 
1. 65' x 5'6" galvanized iron tank. The water is pumped 
from the well up to tanke in the attic. ‘The tank in question 
is one of three and the bottom is 80 badly rusted that it 


cannot be repaired. ‘The eave-troughing also needs 


re-soldering. For this work and supplying a new tank his 


price is $116.00. 
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a 


2. Main Steam Boiler. Installing new grate bars and 


arch plate and re-lining the side walls with fire brick, 
and poiot up prick-work on outside of boiler, repair 
defective water column, etc. I might say that the fire~ 
box is in very poor shape; the grates are warped, and 

the brick side wall is badly tumbled down, and in its 
present shape it would probably not get through the 
winter. The price for this work and material is $198.00. 
3. Acetyline Gas Machine. ‘The school is lit up by 
Acetyline Gas. This machine is practically worn out and 
leaks gas as the carbide has eaten holes around the 
bottom rim of the machine. I would judge that it is 

very unsafe in its present condition. If this kind 

of a lighting system is to be continued a new machine 

is necessary; the cost is $225.00. 

4. Septic Tank. The Septic Tank is about 200 ft. from 
the building and seems to have completely caved in. The 
concrete top and walls have all crumbled. The price on 
thie is $614.00. This includes the making of a manhole 
between the building and the septic tank where the drains 
come from each side of the school into the main sewer. 
This, the Principal informs me, has often blocked up and 
they should have some méans of cleaning this place out. 
6. Heating Pipes in Laundry. These pipes were all leaking; 
eaten out with ruet, etc., so badly that they cannot be 
repaired without replacing them with new pipes. ‘The price 
for this work is $239.00. 

The toilet and the drain pipes also seem 
to be badly clogged up and in another year it will 
probably be necessary to take down the drain pipe and 
clean them out. Some of the pipes will probably have to 


be replaced, but this is a big undertaking and a costly 


one.

one. Mr. Turner was under the impression that if the 
toilets were all cleaned out with acid, it would be 
sufficient for this year. This would cost about $20.00. 
Total cost of repairs as outlined by the Standard Plumbing 


& Heating Co. Ltd., amount to $1412.00.

The Principal is also asking for four 
washing machines and three wringers, which are certainly 
badly needed. The ones they have in the Laundry now are 
practically useless. These will cost about $100.00.

The equipment for the 
Laundry, I have enumerated. A Cream Separator was required 
for the dairy, but the Principal has already purchased this 
and paid for it. ‘The other articles mentioned have been 
attended to, with the exception of the flooring for the 
boys’ recreation room. This is not needed, and flooring 
and céiling for the stable is also not necessary. This has 
come up several times and I have always been under the 
impression that it was a waste of money putting additional 
flooring in the loft of the stable. This building is in 


very poor shape. The construction of the stable is of 
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framework and just lined on the ontside with two 

of rough boards, no lining whatever on the inside. 

foundation was of stone and mortar but the mortar has 

pretty well washed away leaving the bare stones. On 

West and North side of the building the foundation 

rotted away badly and most of the boards from a foot 
up to two feet are all rotted. This is caused by no 
eave-troughing being on this side of the building and 
the water running down the boards and lying around the 
foundation. It will probably hang together for another 
winter but 1 certainly would not recommend any further 
expenditure on this building at the present time as it is 
going to be a very difficult job to repair the foundation, 
and until this is done it would not be wise to spend money 
on repairing the rest of the building. This is something 
that should be provided for in the estimatee this year. 

I consider that the repairs I have 
enumerated are absolutely necessary and in addition to 
this, it may be necessary to clean out some of the drains 
under the floor as the whole drain and sewerage system 


seems to have gone out of order.

I am in receipt of a letter from Mr. Indian 
Agent Ogletree, enclosing a copy of one received by him 
from the Rev. Principal of the Sandy Bay Boarding School, 
in which he makes a request to have a very large barn built, 
to accommodate 60 head of cattle and 20 head of horses. 


I took this matter up with Mr. Inspector 
Christianson who is familiar with the situation at Sandy 
Bay, and who was referred to by the Principal as being aware 
of the conditions, and Mr. Christianson informs me he is of 
the opinion that, with an expenditure ef from seven to eight 
hundred dollars at the outside, the existing barn could be 
made to give very good service for a number of years to come. 
The Inspeetor points out that the foundations under the north 
and east walls have more or less sunk and rotted away; these 
will have to be replaced by new timbers and cement and the 
building refloored. It would cost from four to six thousand 
dollars to build a new barn such as the Rev. Principal asks 
for, and from the information which I have I do not think the 
Department would be justified in incurring such an expenditure, 
especially in view of the fact that there is much more 
important work to be done.

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I believe that Mr. Mayoh, whom I have 
employed to do a great deal of our work, would be quite 
capable of going down next Spring and making a good job 
of this building if we had authority to do the work.

My recommendation is that the 
Department place an amount of $800.00 in the Estimates 
for this purpose. It may not take this much money to 
complete the necessary work, but it is best to have a 


safe margin, and if there is a surplus it can be returned

I am enclosing herewith a report 
from Inspedtor Christianson who recently made a visit 
to the various schools in the Portage la Prairie Agency, 
which deals largely with buildings and repairs at the 
aifferent points. 


With regard to the sewage disposal 
system at the Sandy Bay School, which has been entirely 
unsatisfactory in the past, it seems to me that arrange- 
j ments should be made to have an engineer sent there. 
wv Perhaps the Department could arrange with the Provincial 
Government of Manitoba to send one of their Sanitary 
Engineers to that point and have him make a report as 
to what is necessary. The plumbing throughout the 
building should be overhauled and I should be glad to 
oe have your authority to proceed with this work. I doubt 
74 KM if anything oan be done to remedy the condition of the 
Ly ‘| sewage system this winter, but the plumbing certainly 
should be overhauled with the least possible delay. 


With reference to the amount of 
$800.00 granted to the Principal for repairs to the 
Agk atable at the Sandy Bay School, the Inspector has gone 
“” over this building again and he is of the opinion that 
it might be well to postpone the spending of this money. 
The question now is as to whether a new building should 
be erected 


Dunean C. Scott, Esq,

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pe erected. The Principal can very well get along 
during the coming winter with the existing stable in 
the condition it is in now, 


With regard to the cisterns authorized 
by you last year, these are needed and I have 
instructed the Principal to go ahead and have the 
work done, at a cost not exceeding $150.00. 


I would ask for your authority to put 
a new furnace in the Fairford Improved Day School. 
This will cost a little more than if it were in a 
town, as the expenses of a man to install it will have 
to be paid, via:- his transportation to and from the 
school, etc. $400.00 should be authorized; it may 
not take this amount but it will be well to have 
it available. 


The other items mentioned in the 
Inspector's report will be dealt with through the 
Estimates.

I also paid a visit to the boarding school 
at Sandy Bay, and as per your instructions, I instructed 
the Principal to go on with the work on the drein in 
the basement as I saw this was needed. ‘They are to 
receive $75.00 for labour. ‘This, of course, will not be 
sufficient as they are doing a lot of the work themselves, 
but the $75.00 is simply to give them a little assistance 
and the Department is to furnish the tile. There is 
considerable repair work that should be attended to 
around this school, such as floors heaving, stairs worn 
out, et and an amount should be placed in the estimates 
for the coming year. I1t would be necessary to employ a 
good carpenter to do this work. 

The septic tank is another matter that is 
unsatisfactory at this school. You will remember that we 
renewed this tank last fall, but on account of the slight 
fall, it blocks up at times. The contractor who did the 


work on the septic tank last fall recommended thet another 


tank 
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Sandy Bay Indian Residential School. (Cont'd) 

tank be built the same size, and an engine be used for 
pumping the tanks. This may be the only solution, but 

I em of the opinion that the proper way to proceed would 

be to have a sanitary engineer look into this matter and 
then advise us what is the best thing to do. The Principal 
also claimed that several of the closets in the school were 
blecked up and not in working order and he is of the 
Opinion that the main stack is so badly corroded that it 

is filled up. This would be work for a plumber and will 
have to be attended to before the cold weather sets in. 

The matter of repairing the stable has been 
under consideration for two or three years and the Principal 
has an amount of $800.00 te spend on it, but is of the 
Opinion that it would probably be money wasted and I quite 
agres with him, because, as 1] have said in a previous 
report, a lot of the foundation is rotten it being very 


poorly built in the first place. To get at the actual 


facts we would need to have a first class builder go over 


the building to see if it wae worth repairing and I think 
it would be money well spent to get Mr. Bllwood, who is a 
reliable builder in Portage la Prairie, to go up and 
examine the stable and then have him submit a report as 
to whether it is worth fixing and what the cost would be. 
Last fall the Department authorized certain 
expenditures at the school and on my visit there last 
August you instructed me to go into this matter with the 
Principal and I authorized him to spend $150.00 on 
cisterns for the two wells, which are needed, the material 
amounting to about $150.00 and the work was to be done 
by the school staff. On account of the bad weather last 


fall the Principal could not go on with the work, tut this 
is now required and he would like to have your authority

Im hia letter of August 50th Mr. Johnston 
stated that the Department of Indian Affairs had as 4 result 
of unsatisfactory sewerege conditions at the Sandy Bay Indian 
Residential Sohool requested that engineers of this Branch 
made an inspection of the confitions ani submit a report with 
estimates of costs for the overhauling of the sewerage system. 
Following this the writer and Mr. Rose visited Sandy Bay 
Indian Residential School during the week beginning September 
12th emf made the necessary survey and inspection of the work, 
The report which follows describes the present sewerage dis- 
posal system and recommends what work together with estimates 
of the cost is negesaary tp put the system into satisfactory 
working conditions. 

PRESHNT SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM. 

Sandy Bay Indian Residential Scheol is on the 
west side of Lake Manitoba in Township 16, Range 9, West of 
the Prineipal Meridian. The schook, which is situated about 
one mile back from the shore of the lake, was opened in 1905 
and the disposal of the sewerage at that time consi®ted in 
simply running the sewerage through am éight-inch tile dom 
+o @ amall areek which, as shown on the general layout plan, 
is located a short distance below the school. This system, 
although always giving 4 certain amount of trouble from oders, 
was in operation until 1915, when 4 conarete septic tank was 
inotalled a ahort distance above the creck, the affluent fron 
this tank running into the creek. This system was in operation 
until the fall of 1926 when ac the tank was being cleaned out 
the strocture collapsed. A contract was then let to the 
Standard Plumbing end Heating Company for a new septic tank 
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which was built in the late fall of 1926. ‘The location of 
this tank which is now in use is shown on the accompanying 
Plan. For a short tims conditions appeared satisfactory but 
at the eff of December, 1926, Father Chaganon, Principal of 
the Scheol, stated that water started seeping up through the 
floor of the basement ani though this conf@ition to some satent 
passed away, trouble again occurred from thie cause in June 
and July of this year, the rise of water in the basement floor 
becoming se pronounced that the school authorities were in- 
structed by the Department of Indian Affairs te uncover all 
the outside sewer pipe ani the septic tank in order, if pos- 
sible, to diseover the cause of the trouble. At the time of 
the vieit the tile drains and tank were uncovered ani open 
for inspection and showed that the sewer pipes were three- 
quarters full of solids; the pipes in poor condition, s aunber 


being broken; that the eight-inch tile leading to the septic 
tank was reduced to a three-inch pipe of entry into the tank, 


ani that owing to sottlement of the ground or some otler cause 
the commection at the tank was broken. The disposal of the 
sewage under these conditions was very unsatisfactory, the 
sewage slowly seeping way through the pipes and through the 
broken connection inte the septic tank and from there through 
a short tile drain down to the ditch leading to the creek, 
There is very Little breaking up of the 011d matter, the 
sewage gradually draining into the ditch ani ereek ani causing 
@ very bad odor. 

It was not possible to make an examination of 
the drain pipe under the basement floor of the school and it 
ig assumed that though these pipes may be partially filled 
with solids that they are in good condition. 
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PROPOSED ALRERAR IONS AND ADDIZLONS 
The disposal system as recommeniel has been 
decided on in view of the following considerations: 


le fhe ground from the school towards the laile has 
very little fall and is not favorable for « modern 
sewage disposal system at a moderate cost. 


2. hough it is considered that the present septic 
? too aunil fer the proper treatment of the 


it was thought a@visable 
installation that some use if possible should be 
made of it in the proposed sys . 


The soures of the drinking water for the sehool 
is rain water aad not from wells, so that there is 
no @ of contamination from disposing of 
unpurified sewage in the ground. 


Is was advisable if possible to provide a system 
that woald do away with the disposal of semi 
purified sewage into the small creek, as with the 
email available fall the sewage practically seeps 
away causing, during the warm weather, disagreeablu 
odors. 


In view of the above it is proposed to utilise 


the present tank a4 run the iffiuent from it into a large 


cesspool located immediately below. The present septic tank 
ie @ concrete structure with a settling chamber 5 feet by 
6 feet by 10 fect deep. From this chamber the sewage flows 
through @ @ividing wall through a three inch pipe into a 
siphon chamber, though no siphons have been installed. 
Phough, as already stated, this tank is too small for the 
proper breaking up of the solids it eb111 will effect a 
certain action along this line and in combination with 
cesspool should give a fairly satisfactory aispesal of the 
seWESO . 

the cesspool proposed would be 25 feet long 
by 10 feet wide with a concrete bottom ant wooden sides ani 
reef, end as shown on the attached plan it would be located 
about @O feet below the present septio tank. To avoid 
undue maintenance costs &11 lumber used im the tank is to be 
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a 


ereosoted. The rodf would be placed about one foot below 
the grownd #0 that there would be no unsighbly structures 
showings ‘Two man-holes in the roof reaching to the ground 
Level would give nesessary access to the tank for cleaning 
or other purposes. By use Of the cesspool any Aisagreegble 
odors whith have been experienced in the past would be done 
away with us the sewage instead of trickling away inte the 
oreek would by use of the cesapool gradually drain away under - 
ground. 

fhe pwesont tile pipes are in such condition 
thas 1¢ i@ necessary to relay all these pipes with new tile 
at proper grade, In replacing the eight-inch tile six-inch 
will be tHed as this size will easily hanile the sewage from 
the school. As shown on the general layout plan it is alee 
proposed to have two man-holes, one immediately outside the 
building on the right branch of the sewer pipe leading from 
the s¢heel. This Wan-hole is considered necessary as at 
this point the foundation drain running around the sehool is 
connected to the sanitary sewer ani according to Father 


Ohaganon due to the rats,a certain amount of earth is carried 
from this @rain into the sanitary sewer. With « manhole 
located at this point the foundation drain can be trapped 


in the mam-hole and the damger of earth being earried into 
the sanitary sewer overcome. ‘The other man~hole will be 
Located at the junctidm of the two drains from the school 
and from this mam-hole the sewer will run direst to the 
septic tank, thus doing away with the right angle bend which 
now occurs just before the sewer pipe enters the septic tank. 
he small three-inch pipe connecting the sewer to the septic 
tank will also be replaced by one of proper size, a8 it is 
considered that this has had quite & bit to do with the 
retarding of the sewage and causing & grafual blocking up. 
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In addition te the shove the sewer pipes under the basement 
fiser Of the school should de thoroughly flushed ani cleaned 
by & plumber a6 no Aoubt due to outside stoppags ef flow 
these pipes will be daily choked. 

With the cleaning out of the sewer pipes 
underneath the basement floor, the replacing of the pipes 
outside the school, prover connections to the septic tank, 
and with the cesapeck installed as described above, & sutis~ 
factary disposal of th= sewage should be accomplished. On 
account of the mall sixe of the septic tank it will probably 
be necessary to Femove the solids every six months, bub the 
leaning out of the cesupoo) will probably not have to be 
dene more than once in three or fow years. 

Qhe @iapeeh of the sewage in the manner above 
described is only allowable in view of the fact that the 
érinking water for the school is not obtained from wells 
but from rain water which is edliected in a large concrete 
tank outside the school. Yor this reason it is not meceg= 
sary to take into account the contamination of the ground 


water by sewage whieh has not been properly purifiet.

I beg to advise you that we are having a great 
deal of trouble with our Sewer System at the Sandy Bay 
Residental School. A few weeks ago it backed up in the 
basement, some 6 inches of sewer water in two rooms. 
I had the pipes dug up and got the water eto.,out of the 
basement and left the trenches #11 open, as there is no 
use in filling them up again until we know what to do. 
The drain from the school to the sepyic tank has no fall. 
The Tank is too small and not deep enough and there is no 


draanage from the tank. 


Mr.Commissioner Graham,has instructed me not to 
engage an engineer, but to go on and close the drains up. 


If I do this with the present system, we would only have 
to open them again in a short time. 


Mr.Graham,now advises me that you have arranged 
with the Dominion Water Power Branch,for an inspection. 
Kindly advise me what to do as the Chairman of the Manitob 


Board of Health is objecting to leaving these drains 
and tank open.

At the request of your Mr. Ogletree we were 
asked to go to Sandy Bay and make an inspection of 
the Sceptic Tank. 


On examination we found that the tank was 
practically out of business. In the first place the 
tank installed is too smell for what it is intended 
to do. Then in examining the sewer pipe from the 
building to the tank, we found it had no grade, in 
fact, just at the point of the building, in place of 
it sloping down grade, it was inelined to slope back 
to the building--this making this sewer pipe line 
practically useless. We also found that the pipe 
line was constructed with an eight inch tile, running 
from the building, and where it enters the Sceptic 
Tank, it was reduced down to a four inch, which in 
our opinion means that they would have been just as 
well off if they had run a four inch pipe the entire 
length, as reducing it to a four inch cuts off the 
capacity to a four inch pipe.

Inspection were made of the two boilers at the Sandy 
Bay Indian Residental School and Inspector Heys reports as 
follows: - 


"On Wednesday I visited the Indian School at Sandy 
Bay and found two boilers there,one being used for the 
laundry and the other for heating premises. The boiler for 
the laundry itself was ap good shape,but jacket heater 
connected to it was notygood, one of the heads being in 
poor condition. They have being carrying about 40 lbs. 
presure on this boiler,but I out it down to 20 Lbe.to make 
it safe, as they said they could get along with that amount 
However I advised them to replace with a new heater as soon 
as possible. I cpuld not make hydros tatic test as I had 
not test pump with me( being prepaired only for heating 
boilers), and there was a fire on boiler at the time,gso 
had to be satisfied with external inspection. 


The heating boiler was in good shape except for 

minor repairs,as ordered on my report. It is a return 

tubular boiler and the main flues run along top of boiler 
to chimney; just below the ceiling. This flue I found in 
very dirty condition and full of soot.and although the 
ceilidg is protected with sheet asbestos, it is a fire 
menace. I called the attention of the caretaker to this 
danger, and he promised to look after it.My intention was 
to leave a written report to that effeot,but overlooked it. 
I was thinking if you were writting Mr.Ogletree,Indian agent 
at Portage, you might draw this to his attention,or if you 
think it best I will notify him. 


It was a very hard trip getting into this school, 
being about 80 miles from here,over the worst of roads and to 


make matters worse I had to come back in the dark and raini 
all the way. Was on the road most of the night." ™

Mr. Babb, in his 
letter accompanying the accounts, requests that payment for this 
work may be made as promptly as possible, and in view of the 
comparatively large outlay for the small profit due him I would 
be obliged if a cheque covering this account be forwarded at an 
early date. In forwarding this cheque, please have the Depart~ 
ment of Indian affairs transmit it through this office. 


Though the building of the cess-pool has been left 
over until next year, 4s instructed, the school authorities 
ghould have no trouble in the disposal of their sewage in the 
meantime. With reference to the estimate for the cess-pool as 
given in Mr. Craig's report, I wish to point out that at the 
time the estimate was made & price of $80.00 per thousand feet 
board measure for creosoted lumber was secured from the local 
representative of the creosoting company in Calgary. Some t ime 
afterwards, however, I was advised that this price of $80.00 
per thousand should be increased to $110.50 per thousand, as 
the price first submitted had been corrected by the creosoting 
company in Calgary. AS 4,000 feet of ereosoted lumber are 
called for this will increase the estimate for the cess-pool

In regard to the existing barn at the Sandy 
Bay School, this matter has been under discussion for 
some considerable time, and I have again taken it up with 
Inspector Christianson te@ey, who is quite familiar with 
the situation, and to use his own expression - "It would 
be a positive shame to discard this building.” le 
describes it as being a very large barn, the skeleton 
built of spruce logs and sided with two thicknesses of 
common lumber, and covered with lumber and metallic roofing. 
The back and one end of this building have become somewhat 
deteriorated, owing to the fact that manure has been piled 
against it to keep the building warm, and this has rotted 
away the lumber to some extent. The Inspector thinks it 
will be necessary to have it re-sided, and parts of the 
stone and cement foundation will require pai 


The Seoretary, 
Dept. of Indian Affairs, 
Ottawa, Ont. 
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Inspector Christianson, on the occasion of 
his next visit to the agency, will take with him a practical 
builder and will see just what ean be done to put the 
building in shape. 


I feel that the authorities of this school 
have heard what is going on in the way of building at other 
points and it is just a matter of wanting to have something 
as good as the other man, because they would never discaré 
this building if the Government were not to be called upon 
to pay for the erection of a new One. No white farmer 
would think of abandoning Srpyrdegre of this kind, and I 
do not think the Departmen “called upon to spend money 
to replace buildings that are still serviceable. I 
certainly cannot recommend 4 new building, in view of the 
information I have before me,

SANDY BAY BOARDING SCHOOL 


As I have reported on this echool 
several times it will not, be necessary for me +o say much 
in this lengthy report, as things are about the same. 
Everything was in good order, both inside and out. The 
crop was looking well and the garden was in excellent shape. 
I believe that as far a8 the work in the school is concerned 
it is carried on satisfactorily, and Father Chagnon is 
always willing to co-operate with the Department, but one 
thing is plain, and that is that as far a6 the Indians are 
concerned on the reserve the influence of the school is 
not noticeable. Tne school may not be so much at fault 
in this regard, of course, 46 conditions in the past have 
been so bad on the reserve that in all probability it 
would not matter how good the influence of the school was, 
the bad influence on the reserve would predominate, and 
the children coming out from the school simply fall in 
with the rest of the gang a6 soon a6 they are turned 10086. 
I do not wish to be unfair to the Principal, as he has 
always endeavored to co-operate with us; at the same time, 
he is not the same type 4s the Principal at Pine Greek, and 
does not command the same respect from the Indians. 

The regards the fire protection at this institution, I might 
| say that the fire hose are absolutely rotten, and I have 
asked that the school be supplied with four new ones. 


They have sufficient fire extinguishers, but the hose must

| be replaced. There is a similar arrangement here 48 at 
Pine Creek, a door opens from the dormitories out on to 
a platform, which has a sliding pole leading to the ground. 
| Fire drill is held once a week, and when the hose are

Pollowing the submittal of Mr. Craig's report 
dated September 26, 1927, on the sewage disposal system 
of the Sandy Bay Indian Residential School, the Department 
of Indian Affairs decided to have certain alterations and 
repairs made and a cesspool constructed as recommended by 
Mr. Craig. The alterations and repairs were completed 
last fall and the cesspool was constructed during August 
under the supervision of the undersimed. 


Arrangements were made with Mr. P, H, Hancock, 
building contractor, of Portage la Prairie, to construct 
the cesspool on the basis of cost plus a sum of Fifty 
Dollars. Wages were paid and materials purchased by 
this office. The work was started on August 2ist and 
completed on the 25th. 


The cesspoél, which is a frame structure 
built of 3" lumber, is located on the discharge pipe 
from the septic tank. The overall dimensions of the 


C@ssnool are 10' x 25' x 7! 


’ high. It is constructed 
below the ground level and is provided with a manhole, 
The roof is painted with a coat of coal tar and covered

Acting under your instructions to examine 
the plumbing at the Indian Sehool at Sandy Bay We 
made the trip up to Sandy Bay and made an inspection 
of the plumbing in the building. 


On examination we find that the pipes were 
very badly corroded, some of the pipes being practically 
filled. This is caused from the nature of the water, and 
it would be quite impossible to give you a definite figure 
for repairing same. In our opinion the only way that this 
job could be done satisfactorily would be to do it ona 
precentage basis, charging you for what new material was 
required and time. Even if you had an Architect or a 
Plumbing Engineer examine same he could not give you any 
more information as it is quite impossible to find out 
just what condition thess pipes are in until same are taken 
jown,and where the pipes are very badly corroded it would 
be much cheaper to put in new pipes than attempt to clean 


the old ones. 

If you give us instructions to go ahead with this 
job we will ship the material that we think is necessary 
to Sandy Bay and will use all old material that we find 
suitable, replacing the ones that are badly corroded with 
new pipes. Regarding the time it would take, I presume 
that it would take in the neighbourhood of four weeks for 
two mene. 

It will be necessary to replace one or two of the 
closet bowls as we find these are cracked.

I beg to advise you that I have this date 
interviewed Mr Wm. Smith of Amaranth with 
reference to wells drilled in the vicinity 
of the Sandy Bay Residential School. Mr Smith 
has drilled in this district for the past 20 
years, He informsme that in the Maygrove 
district which is 2 miles north and 7 miles 
west of the school, alkili water was struck at 
a depth of 60 to 70 feet, and after a depth of 
130 feet,first class water was obtained, The 
greatest depth he has drilled on the reserve is 
127 feet at the School, and this water was not 
good, I asked him if he thought it would be 
possible to obtain good water if a well was 
drilled to a greater depth, Mr Smith claims 
that the water in the well at the school and 
at the Home Farm was obtained in a layer of 
blue sand on the top of limestone, and that 
by drilling into the limestone further supplies 
of water would be obtained and in all probability 
this supply of water would be good, He admitted 
that the whole thing would be a gamble, although 
the district is similar to that at Maygrove. 
Personally I am of the opinion that good water 
could be obtained if a deep well was sunk, as the 
layer of Gypsum is about 60 feet deep and the 
salt water appears to come from the Gypsum deposit, 
the well would have to be cemented at the places the 
salt water entered the hole, There is good water 
in abundance about 2 miles from the school, about 
12 feet from the supface, and I would judge that 
the land at this point is at least 50 feet higher 
than the level of the school, I do not consider 
if would be a difficult proposition to pipe the 
water into the school from a well drilled at the 
place mentioned, The other alternative is from 


Leake Manitoba, which I do not think worth

o4 luck in deeper wells. Mr. Waite is satis- 
4ead that good water can be obtained if a deep 
well is sunk, as the layer of gypsum from which 

the salt water comes is 60 feet deep. A deep 
well would have to be cemented at the joints in 
the gypswn deposit. 


I am enolosing a copy of this letter, 
for you to send to Father Chagnon. If you and he 
can recommend that a deep well be tried, the 
Department will favourably consider the expend- 
iture; but no action will be taken until I hear 
from you.

j ABting on your instructions, Mr. Grassie and myself made 
a trip to the Indian School at Sandy Bay, and made an inspection 
of the chimney and the boiler and the hot water tank. 


On examining the chimney we found that the top of the 
chimney “down as far as we could see from the top of the roof, 
would require to be renewed. In conversation with one of the 
priests there, we found that his report was that in some of the 
rooms the amoke would come out through the walls of the chimney 
into the room. In our opinion, for the safety of the building 
and the occupants, this chimney should be re-built. 


Regarding the boiler, we find that the brick work on 
the outside is cracked in places, and it would be necessary to 
repair same. Also the fire box of the furnace or boiler would 
require new fire brick. 


Re the Hot Water Tank. On examination we find that 
there would have to be at least a new end put on same. This 
would have to be taken down and shipped into Winnipeg in order 
to do this. What would be more satisfactory, however, would 
possibly be to buy a new tank, and instead of the coils being 
ordinary galvanized pipe on thininetde, as they are now, 
brasa coils would be very much bé@tter, and would give longer 
service, on account of the conditions of the water at this 
particular point. 


Another thing we noticed when we were on the roof was 
that the shingles in some places were entirely off and would 
need immediate attention. We were not asked to inspect the 
roof, but we are making this notation.

You may also repair the chimney at 
this school. The proposal to take down the 
lower part of the ventilator and renew the 
chimney and to rebuild 15 ft. of the top of 
the chimney is approved. You should insist 
that when rebuilding at the boiler end fire 
brick be used. I note that the brick work 
on the boiler will also have to be repaired 
and the arches of the boiler rebuilt with 
new fire brick.

You may also arrange to heave the two closet 
bowls taken down cleaned, repaired and reset. It is noted 
that the stove of the agricultural boiler is burnt out and 
unfit for further use. The Department will approve of the 
purchase of a stove of a type suitable for the purpose for which 
it is required, and no unnecessary expense should be incurred. 


It is also noted that the shingles on the roof 
require to be repaired in one or two places. It is considered 
that the school authorities should be able to carry out these 
repairs. If any new shingles are required, you may arrange 
to supply same. I may say that it is aleo thought that the 
school authorities could attend to the repairing and resetting 
of the closet bowls.
